The first 
Duke of Manchester fought for King 
William at the Rattle of the Boyne 

The first of the Dukes of Somerset 
—w h ose alster. Jane Seymour, mar¬ 
ried King Henry YUL—fought for hte 
royal brother-in-law In France and 
Flanders. The Duke* of Argyll began 
mm f ighte rs, and they hare been at it 
pretty well ever since. 

The first Duke of Grafton command¬ 
ed the troops In Somersetshire sent 
against the Duke of Monmouth, and 
later on saw fighting la Ireland, where 
he waa wounded. An ancestor of the 
present Duke of Sutherland was 
standard-bearer to 1 Vince Edward, son 
of Henry VL, at the battle of Tewkes¬ 
bury. 

The present Duke of Rutland te de¬ 
scended from the famous Marquis of 
j Granby, who Upheld the arms of Eng-

first Daks of Portland was descended 
from the earl of that Ilk who accom¬ 
panied William of Orapge to Enrland.
